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6th Marines Reinforced 


A pictorial and historical record 
of service with TRAEX 2-59 
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From the gassed trenches of World War 1, through the frozen valleys of Ice- 
land, arcoss the Jap infested beaches of Pacific Islands, the 6th Marines have 
carried the high fighting traditions of the U. $. Marine Corps. The Officers and 
Men of the Sixth who have gone before leave us a proud heritage. The story of 
their gallantry in Combat is the history of the Sixth Marines. 

On 4 August 1917, the president of the United States directed the Secretary 
on the Navy ‘‘to organize a force of Marines to be known as the Sixth Marine 
Regiment for service with the Army in France.’’ By February, 1918 the Sixth 
Marines had been formed and were assembled in the battered French Bourment 
area prior to going into the Allied lines. 

The Fourth Marine Brigade consisting of the Fifth and Sixth Marines and a 
Machine Gun Battalion was organized in France and assigned to the Second Inf- 
anty Division, United States Army. 

The detailed combat record of the Sixth Marines in France in 1918 is one of 
the glowing Chapters in Marine Corps history. From the 18th of March 1918 to 
the 18th of October 1918 the Regiment fought in five different operations. The 
Regiment engaged in defensive action at Toulon - Tryon, Chateau - Thiery, 
Marbache and Limey,. Offensive action included the following operations: Aisne, 
Aisne - Marne, St. Mihiel, Meuse - Argonne. 

During this time the Regiment received many honors and a large number of its 
members were individually decorated. One of the most significant honors was 
in the form of the Croix de Guerre Medal with which the Government of France 
decorated the Regiment as a unit. This decoration was bestowed on 3 different 
occasions for the ‘‘brilliant courage, the vigor, spirit and tenacity’’ of the Sixth 
Marines in the battles of : Belleau Wood, Soisson, and Champagne. 

According to French Custom, when a unit has been twice awarded the Croix 
de guerre, its members are privileged to wear the Fourragere. Those who ser- 
ved with the organization at the time the decorations were won may wear the 
Fourragere for the rest of their Military life regardless of where serving. 

We wear the Fourragere today as part of our uniform as long as we are mem- 
bers of the Sixth Marines. 

After World War I, the Regiment was withdrawn to the United States and did 
not function again as a Regiment until 1927. In this year the Sixth Marines were 
sent to China to protect the life and property of United States Citizens. The 
Regiment performed guard and partol duties in China until 1929 when it returned 
to garrison duties in San Diego, California. 

In 1937, the Japanese had declared war on China and the International Settle- 
ment was threatened. The Sixth Marines under Colonel Thomas Clarke, were 
again sent to China in September 1937 to protect United States lives and inter- 
ests there. 

The Regiment returned to the States in 1938 and served on garrison and train- 
ind duty in the Second Marine Brigade which in 1940 become the Second Marine 
Division. 

In June 1941, the Regiment left San Diego and went to Iceland as a part of 
the Iceland Defense Force. 

Returning from Iceland in March 1942, the Regiment stayed in San Diego until 
October when it sailed for New Zealand to rejoin the Second Marine Division. 
Leaving New Zealand as a part of the Division it landed on Guadalcanal on 4 
January 1943 and fought in the final phase of the battle of Guadalcanal and the 
Consolidation of the Solomon Islands.

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After Guadalcanal the Regiment returned to New Zealand for retraining and 
next entered combat in November 1943 in the battle for the Tarawa Atoll. For 
the assault and capture of Tarawa the entire Second Marine Division was award- 
ed the Presidential Unit Citation for ‘‘extraordinary heroism.”’ 

After Tarawa the 2nd Division went to the Hawaiian area for retraining and to 
prepare for the assault of Saipan. On Saipan the 6th Marines landed in assault 
with the battle lasting from 15 June 1944 to 3 July 1944, Saipan was consider- 
ed one of the bloodiest engagements of World War 11 with the 6th Marines again 
winning the Presidential Unit Citation. 

Swiftly following Saipan came the assault of Tinian where the 2nd and 4th 
Marine Divisions worked together. Here the form of attack known as amphibious 
assault reached a new level of perfection. The operation lasted from 6 July to 
8 August 1944 with the ratio of enemy losses to Marine losses being the greatest 
of the war. 

In March 1945 the Regiment left Saipan for the Okinawa Campaign where the 
2nd Marine Division was to be floating reserve. 

As it turned out, this was the last campaign of the war, though at the time 
victory came, the 6th Marines were on Saipan preparing to mount out for the in- 
vasion of Japan. 

Immediately after the surrender of Japan the Regiment went to Nagasaki as 
a part of the occupation forces. 

The Regiment left Japan on 15 June 1946 and arrived at Camp Lejeune, its 
present home in July 1946. 

In the almost ten years since the end of World War II, the Sixth Marines have 
seen action in various fields. As part of the Fleet Marine Force, Atlantic, and 
the Second Marine Division the regiment has been constantly on duty to provide 
the Atlantic Fleet with Marine amphibious landing forces. 

At regular intervals the regiment has provided a battalion for duty with the 
Sixth Fleet in the Mediterranean. In the summer of 1950 the First Battalion 
went from the Mediterranean to join the First Marine Division in Korea. In the 
summer of 1953 the Second Battalion, on duty with the Sixth Fleet, participated 
in the mercy mission to the victims of the great Greek earthquake of that year. 

During the Korean War officers and men from the Sixth Marines constantly 
went to the Far East to reinforce the First Marine Division and other Marine 
forces fighting in that part of the world. 

As part of the vigorous training program to provide an alert and well trained 
amphibious force, the Sixth Marines have regularly provided units for cold wea- 
ther training in Labrador and the regiment has periodically sailed for the Marine 
Maneuver area on Vieques for training in operations ashore and for practice in 
landing operations. It was from the most recent of these operations, TRAEX 
2-55, that the regiment has just returned, and it is this exercise that this Cruise 
Book commemorates. 


Colonel J. H. BUCKNER, Commanding Officer, Sixth 
Marine Regiment, is a veteran of nineteen years service 
in the United States Marine Corps. A graduate of the 
University of California in 1935, Colonel Buckner was 
commissioned a second lieutenant one year later. 

Following completion of Basic School at the Marine 
Barracks, Navy Yard, Philadelphia, in 1937, the Colonel 
went to sea aboard the U.S.S. TENNESSEE. Shore 
duty followed at Parris Island, South Carolina, where 
he was a rifle instructor. 

World War 11 found Colonel Buckner serving with the 
Sixth Defense Battalion at Midway where he was a- 
warded the Legion of Merit with Combat V for his par- 
ticipation in that vital action which so decisively al- 
tered the course of the ware The Colonel later commanded the First Defense Battalion at Majuro in the Marshall 
Islands. 

Upon return from overseas Colonel Buckner attended Command and Staff School and after a tour of duty at Camp 
Lejeune, North Carolina, returned to the Pacific for duty at Headquarters, Fleet Marine Force, Pacific, Pearl 
Harbors The Colonel’s next assignment was with the Inspector General’s Office at Headquarters Marine Corps 
and was followed by duty with the Armed Forces Staff College at Norfolk. 

After graduation the Colonel became G-3 
Officer of the Troop Training Unit, Atlantic, 
Little Creek, Virginia, from which position he 
joined the Second Marine Division. In the win- 
ter of 1954 Colonel Buckner went to the Car- 
ibbean as G-3 Officer of TRAEX 2-54 and fol- 
lowing his return from Vieques was given com- 
mand of the Sixth Marines. 
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Lieutenant Colonel W. F. Humphreys, Executive Officer, Sixth Marine Regiment, entered the United States 
Marine Corps in 1940 when he was commissioned a second lieutenant following graduation from the University 
of Delaware. 

In 1941 he went to Iceland with the Fifth Defense Battalion as part of the First Marine Brigade and in 1942 he 
sailed with the same unit for the South Pacific where he joined the First Marine Division, reinforced, on Guad- 


alcanal - Tulagi. 
After a year on Tulagi and a short period in New Caledonia, Colonel Humphreys returned to Guadalcanal where 


he joined the Third Marine Division, reinforced, and in July 1944 participated in the landing on Guam, It was 
here that he won the Bronze Star with Combat V. 

He returned to the United States following this operation and after the war attended Command and Staff School 
and was successively stationed at Headquarters Marine Corps, Washington, D. C. and the NROTC Unit, Univ- 
ersity of New Mexico. 

Colonel Humphreys’ next duty station was in Europe where he attended the Ecole Superieure de Guerre in Paris 
for two years. From there he was ordered to the Second Marine Division where he took command of the Second 
Battalion, Sixth Marines. It was while commanding this organization with the Sixth Fleet in the Mediterranean 
that he participated in the Greek Earthquake Relief Mission of 1953. In the summer of 1954 Colonel Humphreys 


became Executive Officer of the Sixth Marines. 


BRIGADIER GENERAL A. F. BINNEY 


Colonel George D. Rich, chief of staff for Training 
Group 2-55, a veteran of 18 years Marine Corps service, 
joined the Training Group from Fleet Marine Force, At- 
lantic, at Norfolk, Va. He served as senior reqresent- 
ative on the Joint Amphibious Board there during 1953- 
54. Col. Rich also served in England as an instructor 
at the Joint Services Staff College and as Marine Corps 
liaison officer to the British Amphibious Warfare Head- 
quarters. 


Brigadier General A. F. Binney, commanding general 
Training Group 2-55, was serving as assistant com- 
mander of the 3rd Marine Aircraft Wing at Miami, Fla., 


when assigned his present duties. A graduate of the 
U. S. Naval Academy, he completed flight training in 


1930. He has served in many capacities through Nica- 
ragua, World War If and the Korean conflict, quite of- 


ten as a communications or electronics officer.

For two months of his time in the service, the Marine owner of this Cruise Book lived and 


trained on Vieques. What and where is Vieques? 

Vieques is a small fertile island in the Caribbean about twenty miles east of Puerto Rico in 
the Virgin Islands. Nearly half of the 51 square miles comprising Vieques is used as a train- } 
ing area by Marine Amphibious forces. Each year thousands of Marines have drilled, marched, 
bivouacked, fired and assaulted on this half of the semi-tropical island. 

The other half of Vieques is populated by about 12,000 Puerto Rican citizens of whom half 
are of Negro ancestry or mixed Negro blood. The majority of white people are Spanish descend- 
ents. The largest town of Isabel Segunda contains about 5,000 people. The local language is 
Spanish but many speak some English. 

This mountainous, dry and palm-tree fringed island was chosen by the Marine Corps because 
of the many training advantages: an ideal climate, averaging about 76 degrees the year around; 
sandy beaches suitable for amphibious landings; and enough distance from the mainland to af- 
ford experience for Navy-Marine cooperation aboard troop ships. 

The Sixth Marines agree that intense application on Vieques in training better fighters re- 
sulted in the grim competency our nation expects and demands of the Marine Corps in main- 
taining America’s healthy posture of defense.
